107 Acres Will Stay Golf Course... 


Town Buys Ag. 
At Auction For 


The town has made its second major land pur- 
chase of 1993 by acquiring the 107-acre Agawam 
Country Club in Feeding Hills for $1.25 million at 
an auction held on Tuesday morning. The land will 
be maintained as open space and as a municipal 
golf course. 

With the 107 acres purchased on Tuesday, com- 
bined with the 292-acre purchase of Tuckahoe 
Turf Farm, the town has acquired 399 acres of 
land in 1993. , 

Create Five Member Commission 

Several councilors told us Tuesday that Mayor 
Christopher C.Johnson has promised to create a 
five-member commission to oversee the running 
of the municipal golf course. Johnson promised 
the council in executive session Monday night 
that the five-member commission, whose in- 
dividual members must be appointed by a majori- 
ty vote of the council, will be an independent body 
not consisting of town employees. - 

Johnson, with many members Town Council 
and other town employees looking on, offered the 
highest bid on the property against three other 
buyers. These included prominent Agawam 
developer Charles R. Calabrese, who is chairman 
of the town’s Planning Board; Holyoke car dealer 
Gerry Rome; and Daniel Burack, a managing part- 
ner in the Cabotville Industrial Park in Chicopee. 

Burack left the bidding at $1 million. The auc- 
tion was held because the Federal Deposit In- 
surance Corporation (FDIC) had foreclosed on the 
property which was purchased for $2.75 million by

Springfield developers Anthony Ravosa, Sr., and 
Stephen Reill, Sr., in 1989. The two had received 
conditional approval for an 132-acre housing sub- 
division on the property. 

As one of his major selling points when appear- 
ing before the council Monday night, Johnson 
argued that in the long run, a housing subdivision 
would cost the town far more than paying for the 
land and operating a municipal golf course. 

Actually, Johnson had the purchase wel! in 
hand going into the auction. The council had 
authorized in a 10-1 vote Monday night for 
Johnson to spend up to $2.19 million for the pro- 
perty. The other bidders were also at a further 
disadvantage because buying the parcel included 


some heavy excess baggage, such as approx- 


imately $745,000 in back taxes and water 
assessments on the property. 

This includes $205,000 in back taxes and 
$540,000 for a town pumping station that was 
never paid for. 

Support Grew After Auction 

While the town will not recover this money 
because it now owns the land, support for the pur- 
chase did solidify on Tuesday. 

Johnson will ask the council to reaffirm its vote 
in about 30 days for purposes of bonding. Monday 
night’s vote, however, bound the town to the pur- 
chase, councilors were told.

While the Agawam Country Club in not in the 
best of shape, and the repairs needed to the 
clubhouse and the shape of the equipment are not 
known, the deal is still seen as a good one by 
members of the council. 

Councilor Gary E. Suffriti, who voted against 
the purchase of Tuckahoe Turf Farms earlier this 
year, said he offered his support for Agawam 
Country Club because he was viewing it ‘‘over the 
long term. 

“The long term picture here makes this pur- 
chase a good one for the town. If this is run pro- 
perly, and | repeat, this must be run properly, then 
this expenditure will pay the town back down the 
road. The possibilities for this property as a 
recreational and open space facility for our town 
are limitless,” said Suffriti. 

He also added that the purchase of the 
Agawam Country Club cannot be compared to 
Tuckahoe Turf Farm, which, according to him, 
paints a totally different picture. “I still maintain 
the way the Tuckahoe deal was put together and 
the way the procedure was handled was totally 
wrong. But | am happy about buying the country 


club.” 
Vision For Future 
Also adding her support was Councilor Nancy 
Gravel. “I think what happened at the auction is

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wonderful for the Town of Agawam. This is a once 
ina lifetime package and it made sense. Down the 
road it will pay dividends for the town and offers a 
vision for the future. 

“With the marketplace being so soft, | think the 
purchase price ($1.25 million) was a good one, 
despite the fact we will not recover the back taxes 
owed to the town,” added Mrs. Gravel. 


Outgoing Councilor Joanne H. Willis was the 
only dissenting vote at Monday night’s meeting. 
She told us she thought giving Johnson a bidding 
ceiling of $2.19 million was too high when com- 
bined with the $745,000 of back taxes owed to the 
town. 

She did add, however, that the purchase price 
of $1.25 million was good for the town. “That 
makes the purchase about $2 million with the 
back taxes added and that’s a far better deal for 
Agawam if we had spent nearly $3 million for it 
(the $2.19 purchase ceiling authorized by the 
council combined with the back taxes owed). 


Some councilors were concerned that this 
latest project of the town’s might put other capital 
improvements on the back-burner, including the 
much-needed fire station in the Mian Street area 
of town. Other capital improvements mentioned 
were the new DPW garage, and Mrs. Gravel said 
.she believes a new library or an addition to the ex- 
visting one is needed as well.

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Dangerous Situation Exists 
When Jr. High Goes Black 


To The Editor: 

| would like to address this letter to the 
Agawam School Committee and to all Agawam 
School officials. : 

There exists a potentially dangerous situation 
at the Agawam Junior High School. The building 
is designed so that there are several internal 
classrooms with no windows. : 

There is supposed to be an emergency light on 
at all times in these rooms, but there are some 
rooms where these lights do not work. And what 
happens in the case when electrical power is lost 
and the back-up generator fails? These rooms are 
in TOTAL darkness. 

This was the situation on Monday, November 
15th. These rooms could have been death traps. 
With no light coming from the hallways and no 
windows through which light can shine, these 
classrooms were in total blackness. Students and 
teachers could not see their hands in front of their 
faces. 

And even though the teachers in these 
classrooms may have their own flashlights in 
cases of emergency, they probably keep their 
flashlights at their desks. In that case, reaching 
the flashlight in an emergency could be a problem 
for those teachers who move around the 
classroom while they teach. 

And a blackout such as this could also result in 
a tragedy at the school’s swimming pool Imagine 
what could happen with a pool full of third graders 
who are just learning to swim, or Junior High 
students who aren’t sure of themselves in the 
water? 

It could take only a few seconds for someone to 
panic and lose control. The thought of such a 
tragedy is spine-chilling. 

The one light that shone Monday afternoon at 
the Junior High School came from the teachers 
and the administration, who handled the situation 
in a most professional way by keeping the 
students well under control. They should all be 
commended. . 

| am asking that you all make it a priority to 
check into this situation and find some way to 
resolve the problem before tragedy strikes. It is 
the responsibility of this town to see that our 
children and our teachers are safe in school. 

There are enough dangers to our children that 
we have no control over. Let’s work to prevent the 
dangers over which we do have control.

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Council Blasted For Behavior 
During Public Hearing 


To The Editor: 

| am writing to right a grievous wrong the 
Agawam Town Council and its president have 
done to we, the people of Agawam. | shall make 
my comments briefly and without reserve. 

The constitutional rights of the residents of 
Agawam have been debased and impaired by the 
council’s actions and lack of action. _ ; 

Under Article XIX (19) of the Constitution, we, 
the people, have the right to remonstrate by which 
we, the citizens of Agawam, can seek justice (for 
any wrong done to them). 

In this case the wrong done was the people 
were refused their legal right to be heard (at the 
public hearing when the council heard about the 
new industrial zoning proposal). The president of 
the council neglected to invoke the 10 minute rule 
for the public hearings until long after others had 
exceeded the 10 minute rule by hours. 

For example - the director of Community 
Development, who is questionable as to whether 
she had the right to speak (let alone use 5,148 
words after 90 minutes). Even after invoking the 10 
minute rule, another speaker talked 15 minutes. 
This was a hearing for the public, not the public 
officials. 

This hearing was for the people to make known 
our case and our wishes on the issue. It was not to 
have a question and answer debacle with the 
public officials - like the community developer 
(whose total time on the floor for an hour-and-a- 
half and whose office costs this year are $84,000). 
Was or is she trying to justify that budget? 

The question before the council is a critical mo- 
ment for the residents of Agawam. It is important 
enough that its magnitude should be held high in 
rating with the freedom of debate. 

In only this way can the people hope to arrive at 
a proper answer to fulfill the responsibility of the 
public officials to do their public duty honestly. 

For my part | am willing to fight to the best of 
my knowledge to arrive at the best solutions for 
the people of Agawam. 

| have only one answer for the deliberate move 
by the president to stop me from making my pro- 
posals by suddenly invoking the 10 minute rule on 
me (while several others spoke long over the rule 
-at least two residents spoke for an hour).

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New Beginning For 
Good Govt. In Boston 


Each year at this time marks an annual 
milestone in the legislative process—the rite of 
passage of filing new proposals for legislation. 

In my District and Boston offices, we have just 
completed the initial filing of bills for the next 
legislative year, and we look toward the upcoming 
months with great anticipation and optimism to 
enact measures of good public policy. 

Many of you may recall that last year, together, 
we fought-and won the war to keep Western 
Massachusetts hospital open. We also filed 
legislation to address the vital issues of patient 
reassignment and continued care to be set in 
place before Northampton Hospital closed. 

Today, despite that closure, there are many 
matters still unresolved. This fall, | have filed a 
new bill to further assure integrity for the patients 
who were discharged from Northampton State 
Hospital: a bill which would implement the recom- 
mendations of the Senate Committee on Post 
Audit and Oversight, on which | serve. 

It would guarantee that privatization of that 
facility must promise the same high standards, 
professionalism and dedication that has been the 
credo of the prior state-run administration. 

The former patients of the hospital, and their 
families, have a right to insist on the finest in 
quality care for all patients. These recommenda- 
tions, if implemented, would safeguard that right. 

| have also filed, for the first time, legislation 
that would further project our state’s children 
from sexual and physical abuse. | introduced a bill 
which would eliminate the statute of limitation for 
prosecuting child sexual abuse offenders. 

It is appalling and incomprehensible that the 

guilt of such offenders can be washed away by 
the passage of time; and when my bill passes, this 
kind of injustice shall not recur. The law must 
never “‘overlook’”’ such reprehensible crimes that 
continue to destroy human lives long after the 
abuse has been committed. 
- Our children depend on adult society to not on- 
ly shield them from such horrendous crimes, but 
also to put those who perpetrate them behind 
bars. Sadly, we carinot protect every single child 
from this horror, but we can make the person who 
assaulted them pay the price in a long jail 
sentence. This law is important, is necessary, and 
is long overdue. 

| have also initiated legislation which ad- 
dresses the needs of our senior citizens, a bill that 
would regulate the astronomical costs of long- 
term care insurance. The current state of long- 
term care coverage is seriously flawed; and it is 
far'too costly for most seniors to purchase. 

As many as 95 percent of the people who buy 
long-term care insurance will either drop the 
coverage or die before they ever collect a penny 
from their policy; and they will get nothing bac 
for all the money they have invested. For those 
who are in anything less than the best of health, 
buying long-term care insurance is impossible to 
purchase at any price. 

This bill would put into place many of the sales 
and product reform issues needed for such a 
largely underregulated industry. It would hold in- 
surance agents to good faith sales practices, in- 
cluding automatic inflation protection so that 
policyholders won’t spend more out of pocket 
than their plan pays in the certain case of infla- 
tion; and it would limit agent’s commission which 
can often go as high as 40 percent of the 
premium. 

And perhaps most importantly, this act would 
allow the state to disapprove excessive premium 
rate hikes, as well as establish an appeal process 
for those who are denied benefits. This is the very 
least our senior citizens deserve, particularly with 
regard to a matter concerning their long-term 
health and welfare. 

In addition, | have taken on two new issues of 
fairness and equity; legislation that would prevent 
differential treatment in health care coverage for 
patients with AIDS and budgetary compensation 
for female faculty at state universities based on a 
class action settlement in 1988 that guarantees 
equal pay for equal work.

The reforms are not punitive, rather, they seek 
to address the very real issue of keeping welfare 
from becoming a way of life by allowing the able- 
bodied to be working, contributing members of 
society.

Business Listings 


by Officer Weyne Mace 
Agawam Police Departmen 


One of the many functions of your Police 
Department is to maintain a complete, up to date 
listing of all businesses and keyholders in town. 
There are many reasons why this record is impor- 
tant. 

Most importantly, when an alarm is received 
over the telephone by our dispatcher, they will im- 
mediately refer to our business listing card file. 
These cards include the name of the business, the 
address, telephone number, and owners. 

Also included will be the person or persons to 
be contacted in case of emergency. These 
keyholders are important because they will allow 
access to the building in the event of an alarm or 
fire. After an alarm has been sounded, the 
cruisers will make an initial pass around the 
building to verify that outside sources of entry are 
secure. 

Once this initial sweep has been accomplished, 
the officers will call in the finding. The dispatcher 
will then attempt to call one of the keyholders on 
the card so that an inside check of the building 
can be made. This inside check is the final 
verification that the business is indeed secure. 

If entry has been made via the roof or other area 
unaccessable to the officer, and no one from the 
business responds with a key, the break will go 
unattended until business hour in the morning. 
This will cause a delay in the investigation and 
may prove more costly to the owner. 

While it is prudent for security reasons to limit 
the number of keyholders, it is also wise to make 
sure that each keyholder is responsible and will 
make themselves available should the need arise. 
In addition to alarms in the nightime hours, there 
may be a fire or other emergency that requires 
after hours entry. 

Electrical boxes, and other important shutoff 
areas, may well have to be accessed. Many of our 
business owners and keyholders will often refuse 
to come out at night as long as the officers can 
tell them the building is secure from the outside. 

While this is their choice, it may also turn out to 
be their loss. Agawam is expanding rapidly both 
in residences and new businesses. In order that 
we as a Police Department can better serve our 
business community, we are asking that each 
business, whether new or old, call the station as 
soon as possible to give us new information, or 
verify that the old listing is correct. 

Lastly, we would ask that alarms, or any call for 
assistance from your Police Department to a 
keyholder, be handled both expeditiously, andina 
manner that will allow us to verify the security of 
the building, both inside and out. 
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IRS Has Money For Two Town Residents 


The Internal Revenue Service has $885,885.18 in 
unclaimed refund checks for some 1,690 Bay 
State residents. The undelivered refund checks 
range in size from $1.00 up to $27,293.00. 

Local residents who are due a refund include 
Susan S. Valley of Feeding Hills, and Michael & 
Angela Edwards, (William Beaton Exec.) of 
Agawam. 

“Taxpayers who did not receive a federal refund 
within the last three years should call the IRS toll- 
free at 1-800-TAX-1040,” said Gerard R. Esposito, 
Boston IRS District Director. 

Near the end of each year, the IRS tries to 
locate taxpayers whose refund checks were 
returned as undeliverable. Every year, thousands 


of checks are returned because the address on 
the tax return was not legible or the taxpayer mov- 
ed and did not leave a forwarding address. 

“One of the best ways to avoid misdirected re- 
fund checks is to use the peel-off label in the tax 
package,” said Esposito. Any name or address 
correction should be made on the label itself. 

To minimize the possibility of tax refunds going 
astray, you should consider filing your tax return 
electronically, and elect to have the refund direct- 
ly deposited into your savings or checking ac- 
count. F 

Remember, if you believe you are due a refund, 
that may have been undeliverable, call the IRS.

Understanding Real 
Kstate Terminology 


Purchasing a home can be a complicated and 
confusing process, especially for first-time 
buyers. Throughout the process, first-time home 
buyers will encounter a variety of unfamiliar real 
estate terms. There are several ‘key terms 
associated with purchasing real estate that are 
helpful to learn. 

For example, many buyers confuse the terms 
broker, salesperson (sales associate), real estate 
agent, and REALTOR. A REALTOR is a licensed 
real estate agent or broker who is a member of the 
National, State and local Association of 
REALTORS. A broker is a properly licensed in- 
dividual, who serves as a special agent in the pur- 
chase and sale of real estate. A salesperson is a 
properly licensed individual employed, or 
associated by written agreement, by the broker as 
an independent contractor. The salesperson 
facilitates the purchase or sale of real estate. 

Once you decide to purchase, a salesperson or 
the designated broker will prepare a Purchase and 
Sales Contract to present to the seller along with 
your earnest money deposit. The Purchase and 
Sales Contract is the document through which 
the seller agrees to give possession and title of 
property to the buyer upon full payment of the pur- 
chase price and performance of agreed-upon con- 
ditions. The earnest money is the buyer’s partial 
payment, as a show of good faith, to make the 
contract binding. Usually, the earnest money is 
held in an escrow account. Escrow is the process 
by which money is held until the terms of the con- 
tract are fulfilled. Ngerd

After the buyer and seller have signed the con- 
tract, the buyer must obtain a mortgage note by 
presenting the contract to a mortgage lender. The 
note is the buyer’s promise to pay the purchase 
price of the real estate in addition to a stated in- 
terest rate over a specified period of time. A mor- 
tgage lender places a lien on the property, or mor- 
tgage, and this secures the mortgage note. 

The buyer pays interest money to the lender in 
exchange for the use of the money borrowed. In- 
terest is usually referred to as APR or annual 
percentage rate. Interest is paid on the principal, 
the capital sum the buyer owes. Interest 
payments may be disguised in the form as points. 
Points are up-front costs which may be paid by 
either the buyer or seller or both. 


There are two types of loans that a buyer can 
obtain. A fixed rate loan has the same rate of in- 
terest for the life of the loan, usually 15 to 30 
years. An adjustable rate loan or adjustable rate 
mortgage (ARM) provides a discounted initial rate 
which changes after a set period of time. The rate 
can’t exceed the interest rate cap or ceiling allow- 
ed on such loans for any one adjustment period. 
Some ARMs have a lifetime cap on interest. The 
buyer makes the loan and interest payments to 
the lender through amortization, the systematic 
payment and retirement of the debt over a set 
period of time. 

Once the contract has been signed and a mor- 
tgage note obtained, the buyer and seller must 
legally close the real estate transaction. The clos- 
ing is a meeting where the buyer, seller and their 
attorneys review, sign and exchange the final 
documents. At the closing, the buyer receives the 
appraisal report, an estimate of the property's 
value with the appraiser's signature, certification 
and supporting documents. 

The buyer also receives the title and the deed. 
The title shows evidence of the buyer’s ownership 
of the property while the deed legally transfers the 
title’ from the seller to the buyer. The final docu- 
ment the buyer receives at closing is a title in: 
surance policy, insurance against the loss of title 
if it’s found to be imperfect. 

Buyers should plan on at least six to eight 
weeks for a typical real estate transaction. The 
process is difficult and, at times, intimidating. A 
general understanding of real estate technology 
and chronology of the transaction, however, will 
help any real estate:novice to confidently buy a 
home.

No Stress - No Strain 

Faits designed the plantation to be orderly and 
self-sufficient. “We make it easy for the 
customer,” said Faits. “There is no stress and no 
strain. Retrieval of the chopped tree is easy for 
customers with a treeva tree. 

The treeva tree is a shopping cart which is uni- 
que and only at Greeneedle. Customers can place 
their cut tree onto the cart and wheel it to their 
cars. “It works as a self-service,” said Faits, ‘just 
like a grocery store.” 

Faits utilizes chemical-free insect control 
policy to protect the trees in Greeneedle. He uses 
predacious insects or microscopic bugs that eat 
other bugs. These insects are purchased from all 
over the country. Faits carefully monitors the 
trees and enforces pest control before it occurs 
by anticipating the problem. 

“We recognize the responsibility to the environ- 
ment,” said Faits. “It’s far more difficult but the 
benefits are worth it.” Greeneedle Plantation has 
been used as an educational center for other tree 
growers who are learning about predacious in- 
sects. 

The beautiful trees at Greeneedle are a result of 
Faits’ careful selection of seeds. He scouts the 
country for quality seeds with good genetic 
character. He contacts seed dispensers (who are 
selling) and investigates the growing conditions 
that the seed was collected from. Faits buys 
custom-grown seeds that have grown into seedI- 
ings and plants them in the fields at Greeneedle. 
mt takes about 15 years from seed to stump,” said 

aits. 
Planting Done Yearly 

Greeneedle plants seeds yearly to maintain full- 
size trees and steady clientele. “If someone has 
their heart set on a tree, they should be able to 
find exactly what they want here,” said Faits. 
Greeneedle has an overabundance of quality 
Christmas trees sold for one fair price. 

In addition to a full-time position in marketing 
at Specialty Paper Mills, Faits is also on the board 
of directors of the Tree Growers Association and 
is the primary caretaker at the plantation. He is 
dedicated to the plantation and works year-round 
for its upkeep. He begins sheering the trees in late 
June and continues until September. During this 
time, Faits is at the plantation sheering trees 
every morning at 4:30 a.m. 

Greeneedle is located off-the-beaten path on 
South West Street in Feeding Hills. Because of its 
location, many people did not know it existed. 
Faits has many customers as near as Connecticut 
and’ as far away:as Florida where he sends trees 
upon request every year. The iplantation has a 
high percentage of repeat customers. “Every year 
it gets better and better,” said Faits. 

The vast, clean grounds of the plantation as 
well as Leonard’s Pond across the street make it a 
pleasurable place to visit. The plantation is open 
now for customer ‘‘Select and Reserve.” ‘‘We of- 
fer consistency, reliability, fair pricing and a 
superior product,” said Faits.

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Agawam Counseling Center Helps Children Cope With Problems 


The success stories made possible when peo- 
ple give to the Community United Way don't 
always make the headlines or even the 6:00 
o'clock news, but they do happen everyday, and 
they happen to everyday people—people like 
Susan (not her real name). 

Susan is a nine year-old girl who is currently in- 
volved in a counseling program for children of 
divorced or separated parents. And thanks to the 
Agawam Counseling Center and to the Communi- 
ty United Way, Susan is getting the help she 
needs. 

Low self-esteem, an inability to focus on school 
work, and a lack of friends raised a flag for 
Susan’s Agawam school counselor. An assess- 
ment meeting revealed that several issues were at 
the heart of Susan’s problems: the family’s finan- 
cial difficulties, her mother’s depression, and her 
mother’s history of substance abuse. 

“We work very closely with the school system,” 
said Linda Reis, the Center’s Vice President of 
Children’s Services. “We are always sending in- 
formation to anyone in the Agawam school 
aon who might be in a position to refer a child 
0 us.” 

As was suggested during her initial assess- 
ment, Susan attended group meetings, but never 
really talked much with the other children or par- 
ticipated. But as the group’s final session drew 
closer, it was at the end of a meeting that Susan 
confided in the group that she had been touched 
in her private places by a baby-sitter. Susan’s 
mother was informed immediately and an in- 
vestigation was conducted. 

Linda Reis said it was the safety of the group 
that finally allowed Susan to share her ex- 
perience. 

“So often children are afraid to talk about 
what’s happened, or they think it’s normal 
behavior. It was the safety of the group that made 
Susan feel comfortable enough to share what had 
happened.” 

The Center was able to offer Susan and her 
family a coordinated treatment plan that included 
individual counseling for Susan, substance abuse 
treatment for her mother, and family sessions 
when needed. tp 

“The Agawam Counseling Center is the only 
clinic in our area that provides counseling on a 
sliding fee scale. And it’s the funding we receive 
from the Community United Way that enables us 
to do that,” said Reis.

Labelle called massage therapy a strong asset 
to the health fitness industry. “Massage therapy 
relates to the muscles in order for them (muscles) 
to get stronger more quickly. It also relieves mus- 
cle stress,” said Labelle. ; 

Generally speaking, he described acupuncture 
as assisting in the healing process by connecting 
the pressure points and nerve endings of the body 
to enhance this process. He said acupuncture 
also deals with relieving acute pain, as well as be- 
ing utilized for weight control and reducing smok- 
wt atvalio said he has personally used and 
benefitted from both acupuncture and chiroprac- 
tic care. Labelle has been under chiropractic care 
for the past 22 years and has been treated by 
acupuncture for the past five years. “Both have 
worked for me and | am delighted to have this 
wellness center so close to the membership at 
Healthy Habits as well as to families of Agawam 
so all may benefit as | have. 





Reis also said that many other local programs 
have been cut as the result of state belt- 
tightening, and that the Center has grown even 
more dependent on the money it receives from the 
Community United Way. 

Nine year-old Susan and her family have 
responded positively to the Center's support. 
Susan is now doing better in school and recently 
completed her first season on the local soccer 
team. 

While the wounds of sexual molestation will 
take time to heal, Susan’s future is one she looks 
forward to with hope and with a great deal of 
thanks. 

Part of the reason why the Agawam Counseling 
Center is able to help children like Susan is 
because it’s one of 44 local agencies that 
teceives funding from the Community United 
Way. 

The Community United Way is just about at the 
halfway mark in this year’s fundraising campaign, 


which officials began on September 12th at Fami- 
ly Fun in Forest Park. The latest figures show the 
organization has raised about $1,898,011—or 
35% of its $5,450,000 goal. 

While dollars from the workplace and from the 
community continue to trickle in at a snail’s pace, 
the organization’s president, Ty Joubert, says he’s 
optimistic the community will respond generous- 
ly. And if that happens, it will be good news to the 
Agawam Counseling Center and to the other 43 
agencies struggling to meet the growing demand 
for services with fewer dollars. 

The Community United Way’s campaign is 
scheduled to run through the end of November.

Diet May Help 
Stomp Out Stress 


With the holidays approaching, chances are 
you’re feeling more stressed-out than usual. You 
can help relieve these anxious and stressful 
states of mind with the food you eat. Certain 
foods can act as tranquilizers, while other foods 
may charge you up. 

FOODS TO AVOID 

It’s no surprise that one of the top “anxiety pro- 
ducers” is caffeine. For many people moderate 
consumption of caffeine won’t affect their mood; 
but, many peple have brain cells that are sensitive 
to caffeine. So, drinking coffee makes them feel 
nervous, excited, restless, and brings on insom- 
nia. If this describes you, cut back on your caf- 
feine consumption gradually. 

Some people turn to a shot of whiskey (or other 
alcohol) to deal with stress. But, in the long run, 
alcohol will increase stress. Studies by the Na- 
tional Institute of Mental Health show people pro- 
ne to panic attacks have more frequent attacks 
within six to 12 hours of drinking even small 
amounts of alcohol. 

A SWEET SOLUTION 

Mother Nature’s remedy for calming the brain 
and relieving stress may be a spoonful of sugar... 
or any other carbohydrate. Research at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology (MIT) 
shows 1% to 2 ounces of sugar will trigger your 
body to make a mood-mellowing chemical called 
serotonin. Serotonin eases anxiety in 20 minutes. 

Two ounces of a starchy carbohydrate like 
cereal and bread are more nutritious edible tran- 
quilizers and will boost serotonin in about 30 to 45 
minutes, Be sure you don’t mix protein with your 
relaxing carbos. The protein can blunt car- 
bohydrates’ calming effect. 


AN ONION A DAY 7

duce sleep. Today, French studies show onions 
contain a mild sedative called quercetin. It seems 
to make mice drowsy by acting on their central 
nervous system ... maybe it can help humans 
relax, too.

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Dividing Holiday Time Between Families 
Can Be Stressful For Married Couples 


It’s just a week before Thanksgiving and you 
and your spouse are engaged in your annual 
dispute over whose family to visit. 

Is there any fair way to solve this dilemma 
which places stress on what should otherwise be 
an enjoyable holiday? 

“Don’t wait until the last minute to make your 
feelings known about where you want to spend 
the holidays. Communication and flexibility are 
important,” said Dr. Benjamin Liptzin, Chairman 
of the Department of Psychiatry at Baystate 
Medical Center. 

According to Dr. Liptzin, one way of “keeping 
peace” is to divide your time. 

“One option might be to have Thanksgiving or 
any other holiday dinner with one family, then 
share dessert later with the other,”’ he suggested. 
“Then next year you can switch courses.” 

Dr. Liptzin noted that sometimes the decisionis 
easy because of geography or because both 
families agree on sharing the holiday at one loca- 
tion. 

However, if families don’t live within close 
distance of one another, couples might be faced 
with a difficult decision. 


“Wherever you choose to go, let your relatives 
know that the fact that you cannot visit with them 
this year doesn’t reflect on how much you care 
about them,” Dr. Liptzin said. 

Dr. Liptzin suggests that some families might 
want to consider creating a ‘‘dual” holiday. 

“If you can’t visit with one set of relatives on 
Thanksgiving Day, for example, you mgt sug- 
gest celebrating the night before,” he said. 

In the case of divorced and remarried couples, 
problems may arise in deciding whether or not to 
visit ex-inlaws, especially when children are in- 
volved. 

“Open discussions can determine the best 
solution in a tense situation,” Dr. Liptzin said. 
“Decide where you enjoy visiting and where you 
feel the most relaxed,” he added. 

Dr. Liptzin also noted that a lot of stress may be 
alleviated by simply staying at home. 

“Persons tend to believe they must go 
somewhere,” he sald. “But there's no reason why 
they can’t stay home and create their own holiday 
Selebraton alone or with other relatives,” he add- 
ed.

He answered, “A 
guillotine,” and left the room. | couldn’t agree 
more. 

One afternoon last week, this same man shuffl- 
ed into my office and sank into the chair in front of 
my desk, the picture of misery, his normally alert 
eyes watery and unfocused. 

FRENCH-STYLE CHICKEN SOUP 
(Serves 8) 
2¥%2 to 3-pound broiler-fryer chicken, cut up 
2 tablespoons vegetable oil : 
2 serge: onions, thinly sliced and separated into 
rings 
2 cloves of garlic, finely chopped 
1 cup of water 
1 cup dry white wine or apple juice 
1 tablespoon sugar 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon dried thyme leaves 
Ys teaspoon pepper 
16 oz. can, whole tomatoes, undrained 
1 can (10% ounces) condensed chicken broth 
1 medium green penber, cut into %4-inch strips 
8 slices of French bread, toasted 
Snipped parsley 

Remove skin and any excess fat from chicken 
pieces. Heat oil in Dutch oven. Cook chicken in oil 
until brown on all sides; remove chicken from pan. 
Cook and stir onions and garlic in same pan until 
onion is tender. Return chicken to pan; add water, 
wine, sugar, salt, thyme, pepper, tomatoes and 
broth; break up tomatoes with fork. Heat to boil- 
ing; reduce heat. Cover and simmer until chicken 
is done, about 1 hour. 

Skim fat from chicken mixture. Add green pep- 
per. Heat to boiling; reduce heat. Cover and sim- 
mer just until green is tender, about 10 minutes. 

Place a slice of French bread in each servin 
bowl. Spoon chicken and broth over bread. 
Sprinkle with parsley.

Ye cup snipped chives 
2 tablespoons crumbled feta cheese 

Remove and discard the tough green leaves 
and root end of the leeks. Cut the leeks in half 
lengthwise. Wash well to remove any dirt from 
between the layers, then slice thinly. 

In a three-quart saucepan, combine the leeks, 
stock, potatoes, and garlic. Bring to a boil. 
Reduce the heat to medium-low, cover loosely, 
and simmer until the potatoes are tender, about 
15 minutes. 

Stir in the milk and chives. Simmer just until 
heated through. 

Place the cheese in a strainer. Rinse with cold 
water to remove excess salt. Pat dry. Sprinkle over 
the soup.

Granger 3rd Graders 
Closer To Community

You won't find ‘““Heimannville” on any standard 
map or in any tour guides. To find this carefully 
planned community, you have to visit Kathleen 
Heimann’s third grade class at Granger School. 

Under the direction of student teacher Christine 
Nowacki (Westfield State College), the third 
graders studying communities as part of their 
social studies curriculum have created a mythical 
town complete with municipal buildings, chur- 
ches, and neighborhoods. 


Miss Nowacki, scheduled to graduate from 
WSC in December, explained the project grew out 
of her attempt to engage students in a multi- 
disciplinary approach to their study of com- 
munities. “We have just received a new social 
studies text, Communities, and | wanted to in- 
troduce the concept of community as a place 
where people live and work together,” Miss 
Nowacki said.

“They couldn’t wait to do this pro- 
ject. There was such enthusiasm.” 


Each student was assigned to construct two 
buildings for the town. Miss Nowacki smiled as 
she recalled one of the boys was somewhat 
dismayed to be responsible for a beauty salon, 
but Brandon good-naturedly turned in a fine effort. 

In. addition to planning and creating their own 
community, the children worked on a project 
focusing on their hometown. ‘| wanted them to

Each day on their way to and from the teachers’ 
parking lot at the Middle School, staff members 
pass by ‘Wade's Tree.” 

A native of Alabama, Oliver Wade Chandler 
taught industrial arts in Agawam for more than 25 
years. 

When Wade Chandler lost his five year battle 
with cancer last spring, his friends at the Middle 
School decided to do “something special for 
Wade.” 

The teachers wanted something “‘to remind us 
of Wade and the Deep South. Something like 
Wade—Southern and hardy,” said sixth grade 
teacher Phyllis Ferrari. 

Silver Bell Planted In Teacher's Memory 

With funds collected from the staff, Miss Fer- 
rari consulted with Adams Nursery to determine 
which type of Southern tree would thrive on the 
front lawn of the Middle School. The two best- 
known Southern trees, dogwood and magnolia, 
were deemed too fragile, so a silver bell was pur- 
chased and planted in September. 

In addition to the memorial tree, books will be 
donated to the Middle School Library in memory 
of Wade. 

Recently, some of Wade’s friends gathered in 
the school library to share some reminiscences of 
their many years of working with him. 

Long-time colleague Linda Ulrich characterized 
Wade “as a gentleman in both senses of the word. 
He was kind and soft-spoken and yet firm with the 
kids.” 

When Wade saw the wobbly base on Mrs. 
Ulrich’s “Charlie Brown” Christmas Tree, he 
quickly volunteered to make a sturdy base for the 
tree. ‘‘That’s the kind of person he was,” said Mrs. 
Ulrich. 

With that special Southern flair for colorful 
language, Wade kept his friends entertained with 
his stories and jokes. 

“We loved to hear his stories of growing up in 
Alabama, and about sharecropping and plowing 
with a mule,”’ noted Mrs. Ulrich. 

According to his friends, Wade’s deep religious 
faith was a ‘tremendous asset” that sustained 
him throughout his illness and kept him cheerful 
and optimistic when they visited him at home. 
Teacher Betty Murphy recalled a group of 
teachers went caroling at the Chandler home at 
Christmas and were pleased to be invited to at- 
tend Wade’s 60th birthday party. “We miss him 
very much,” she said. 

“Very Sharing Person” 

Technical Education teacher Maynard Baker 
remembered Wade as ‘‘a very sharing person and 
a good friend.” Noting that the industrial arts 
room was completely refurbished as part of the 
renovation of the Middle School, Baker added, 
“It's a shame Wade never got to enjoy the new 
wood shop.” 

Miss Ferrari pointed out that the teachers 
wanted “Wade’s Tree” planted on the front lawn 
where it would be visible and near the teachers’ 
parking lot. 

Miss Ferrari added that Mrs. Chandler was 
touched that the teachers wanted something from 
the South to remind them of Wade.

The Importance Of 
College Recommendations 


What is the purpose of college recommenda- 
tions? In addition to giving you something extra to 
worry about when filing applications, recommen- 
dations are designed to give admissions commit- 
tees more insight into what makes you tick. 

That’s what everything in admissions is all 
about - getting to know you, both in and out of the 
classroom. The best recommender is the person 
in a position to comment objectively about who 
you are both academically and otherwise. 

Will a good recommendation overcome all of 
the weaknesses of a poor application package or 
destroy an air-tight application? Probably not. 

Think of a recommendation as a personal state- 
ment as two sides of the same coin. One tells the 
admission committee what you want them to 
know about you and the other supposedly tells 
them how another individual views you. 

The trick is to make sure that the coin comes up 
the same regardless of how you toss it. The only 
way to do this is to get the best recommendation 
you can. 

How important are recommendations to admis- 
sions officers? One aspect of recommendations 
that several admissions, officers discuss is 
whether the recommendations are objective, 
since accepted applicants may review them once 
they attend school. 

For this reason, some admissions officers 
believe that recommendations may be less objec- 
tive for fear of litigation arising from negative 
recommendations. Other admissions officers do 
not believe that the fact that recommendations 
can be viewed by the students will change the 
recommender’s Jevel of objectivity.

Pre-school teacher and programmer Teresa Ur- 
binati presented an update on Project Impact to 
the School Committee last Tuesday night.

To Conduct Study Of 
Middle School Kids

Middle School Physical Education teacher 
Leslie Martel won the unanimous approval of the 
School Committee at its November 9th meeting 
for a research study into the effects of aerobic 
fitness training on cholesterol levels in children. 

Under the direction of Dr. Thomas W. Rowland, 
director of Pediatric Cardiology at Baystate 
Medical Center, Ms. Martel will conduct research 
on 30 sixth grade volunteers from two physical 
education classes. 

Dr. Rowland is a nationally recognized expert in 
the field of children’s health and has written many 
articles and books on the subject. 

“Valid And Important Study” 

Funding for the project has been granted by the 
board of directors of Baystate Medical Center. 
The board has approved the use of the pediatric 
cardiology laboratory and has recognized the 
research as ‘a valid and important study in- 
vestigating children’s health.” 

To document the study’s findings, three sets of 
laboratory blood tests will be done to determine 
the cholesterol levels of the students. The tests 
will be performed before, during and after the 
children undergo aerobic fitness training. 

The first blood test will be done in December 
and will serve as a control for the study. The 
aerobic fitness training will begin in March and 
will run for a period of 12 weeks. 

The exercise session will last for 30-40 minutes, 
three times a week. Two of the sessions will occur 
in the children’s regular physical education class 
and Ms. Martel will give up a free period to con- 
duct the third session. 

During the training sessions, the students will 
maintain a heart rate of 165-170 beats per minute 
and will monitor their rates through the use of 
“heart watches” (donated by UMass). Student 
volunteers from Westfield State College and Spr- 
ingfield College will be on hand to help with the 
monitoring. 

The aerobic training will include distance runn- 
ing, jump rope, step aerobics, aerobic dancing, 
and circuit training. 

At the Pediatric Exercise Testing Laboratory, 
the students will participate in maximal treadmill 
testing to measure oxygen consumption and 
other physiological variables. An echocardiogram 
will be taken before and after the exercise. 

Several Benefits From Study 

The children will benefit from the study by im- 
proving their fitness levels and learning their 
cholesterol levels, as well as learning the impor- 
tance of exercise in a healthy lifestyle. 

As an educational experience, the children will 
gain hands-on experience in scientific research 
methods as they observe and interact with profes- 
sionals in the medical field. 

According to Ms. Martel, the research study 
grew out of conversations she had with Dr. 
Rowland during the summer. Last spring, she 
read an article mentioning Dr. Rowland in a 
physical education journal and decided to take 
advantage of having a nationally-known expert in 
the area. 

Ms. Martel discovered that Dr. Rowland shared 
her philosophy that physical education should be 
based on activities that would encourage fitness 
as a lifelong commitment for all students (and not 
just athletes). 

As adult heart disease has its roots in 
childhood, the study will provide valuable infor- 
mation on the effects of exercise in pre- 
pubescent children. Ms. Martel noted that little 
research has been done on this age group and the 
study can help physical education teachers deter- 
mine what effect exercise has on children’s 
physiology. ‘‘We need to know if what we’re doing 
is appropriate and valid inside the body,” she 
commented. 

Ms. Martel said the experience of working with 
Dr. Rowland has already contributed significantly 
to her professional development. As a result of 
her contact with Dr. Rowland, she is looking into 
graduate work in the field of exercise physiology. 

he added that she expects the research study 


_ will result in providing a better program for her 


physical education students. 

Ms. Martel told the School Committee that 
although the study had to be kept to 30 students 
due to financial and time constraints, all physical 
education students would be getting the benefits 
of the aerobic training. 

Ms. Martel said an equal number of boys and 
girls would be included in the program. Parental 
permission is required for a student to participate 
and permission slips were to be sent home as 
soon as possible. Ms. Martel noted that the first 
80 slips returned would be accepted on a first 
come, first served basis. 

Children participating in the study will each 
receive a T-shirt and $15 at the end of the pro- 
gram.

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Brownie Gridders Fall To "Hamp, 22-10 


It was a case of bad timing for the Agawam 
High footbal! team last Friday night in Northamp- 
ton. The Blue Devils had struggled mightily all 
season long until they erupted for 22 unanswered 
points to beat Greenfield two weekends ago. 

They used that memory and the subsequent 
momentum to fuel a similar explosion against the 
Brownies. The result: 16 unanswered corte anda 
22-10 victory over the Agawam kids in the 
season’s final weekend game. 

Agawam now must beat West Springfield 
(Thanksgiving morning at Harmon Smith Field in 
Agawam) to garner a .500 season. The loss to 
"Hamp dropped the Brownies to 3-4-2 on the cam- 
paign. 

The Brownies outgained the home team by a5-1 
margin in total yards in the first half and had it all 
going their own way at halftime. A couple of 


mistakes made by the visitors might have cost _ 


them a big lead at the break. 
Moriarty Dazzles The Crowd 
Dan Moriarty spent the first half dazzling the 
crowd with precision passing as he zoomed the 
Brownies down the field with big play after big 
play. Consider that he completed passes of 27 
yards (Brian Pelligrino); 40 yards (Brian Colby); 22 


yards (Bob Kunkel); 23 yards (Kunkel again); 10 - 
yards (Jason Votzakis); and another eight yarder 


to Peiligrino—all in the first half. 

The bomb to Colby hit the split end right in 
stride on the left sideline and only a safety with an 
angle prevented the touchdown on that play. 
Kunkel made two absolutely scintillating catches 
in traffic—including wrestling one ball away from 
a defender when it appeared for all the world as if 
it had been intercepted. 

But Moriarty probably went away from the 
game kicking himself for making a poor decision 
by throwing across his body on a rollout to the 
right side (when Agawam was parked on the 
‘Hamp three yard line in the half’s final finite): 
The ball fluttered out of there and was picked off 
and the drive stalled. 

One drive that didn’t stall was the initial march 
of the ballgame as the Brownies again came right 
out of the locker room with a solid game plan that 
earned them points right from Jump Street. 

With Votzakis providing the muscle, speed, and 


ability from the tailback slot, the Brownies went ~ 


69 yards in seven plays with Votzakis scoring from 


27 yards out on a burst to the left side. When he 
got outside, he was never touched as he cruised | 


to paydirt with his 18th score of the season. 


Moriarty kept the drive alive by finding Pelligrino | 


on a third and nine play that was good for a 27 
yard gain. Brian Anderson made the kick and 
Agawam led it 7-0. 

Another key breakdown by the Agawam club 
cost them its early momentum. On the ensuing 
kickoff, Chris Mettey grabbed the ball at the 17 
yard line and he took it straight up the gut. He 
didn’t hide behind any wedges, he just kept his 
legs cranking and he found a seam and ran away 
from the field. 


What had taken Agawam seven plays to build, | 


was erased in 14 seconds of action and it was 7-6. 


It stayed that way when Chris Galinski was snuff- | 


ed on a two point try and Agawam maintained its 
skinny lead. 

After each team traded punts, Moriarty’s 
hookup with Colby brought the Brownies down in- 
to threatening territory again. Faced with a fourth 
and one at the ’Hamp six yard line opening the se- 
cond quarter, the Brownies made a mistake again. 
A procedure call before the ball was even snap- 
ped backed them up and Coach Dean Vecchiarelli 
decided to try his reliable kicker for a 28 yard field 
ee. Brian Anderson came through again as the 

rownies went up 10-6. 
The kickoff brought similar problems as Mettey 
jot away again and luckily, sophomore Dom 
Beano made a TD saving tackle from behind, but 
only after Mettey had jetted 56 more yards. The 
Agawam defense led by Jeff Campbell, Jason 
Rossi, and Brian King snuffed the Northampton 
offense and Chris Benjamin ended the drive when 
he sniffed out a fourth down screen pass and rap- 
ped the ballcarrier to the ground. 
Penalties Stop Drive In Its Tracks 

Kunkel made his first big catch to help send the 
Agawam offense into "Hamp country again. 
Moriarty would follow that up with a beautiful con- 
nection to Pelligrino, but offsetting penalties 
would wipe that out and virtually stop the drive in 
its tracks. : : 

The defense did the job for the fourth straight 
time and the offense came out looking to pad 
their lead—they almost got the job done. Kunkel 
made a spectacular grab on the right sideline that 
turned a third and 15 situation into a first down on 
the Northampton 35.

A Bowhunting 
We Will Go!!! 


As of November 9th, 1993, bowhunters in the 
Commonwealth are permitted to use a mechani- 
cal release. In the past, any bow drawn, held, or 
released by mechanical means had been pro- 
hibited except for certain handicapped persons 
who could obtain a special permit. 

Upon signing the bill into law on November 4th, 
Governor William Weld added an emergency 
preamble so that the new legislation could take 
effect immediately. This authority extends only to 
hand-held, hand-operated bow releases. It does 
not allow the use of devices which mechanically 
hold the bowstring, nor does it allow the use of 
crossbows. 

The gun season for deer this year has been ex- 
tended by three days. The season will open 
November 29th and run through December 4th in 
management zones 11-13, and December 11th 
throughout the remainder of the state. 

The shotgun season has been extended by 
three days this year in zones 1-12. The initiative to 
extend the shotgun season was launched in an ef- 
fort to enable biologists to better control the 
harvest, especially with respect to the sex ratio of

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deer killed. 

The Board voted to extend the shotgun season 
as opposed to the archery or primitive firearms 
seasons because the shotgun hunters are the 
backbone of controlled deer management, pro- 
viding the barometer by which deer management 
strategies are developed. While the increase was 
originally proposed for the 1994 deer season, it 
was approved early enough in the year to imple- 
ment it for the 1993 season. 

As the bowhunter already knows, acorns are 
abundant almost everywhere, and this limits the 
amount of time the deer spend foraging for food. 
With deer covering a smaller area than usual, 
hunters should seek places where white oaks 
have dropped acorns, as deer prefer acorns from 
white oak over those of red oak. © 

Shotguns with smoothbore barrels are legal. 
Rifled choke tubes are prohibited. 

Remember to wear a minimum of 500 square in- 
Snes of hunter orange on head, chest, and back. 
Both rifled slugs and buckshot are permissible, 
and hunters are urged to read all sections of the 
abstracts pertaining to deer hunting regulations 
prior to venturing into the woods. 


30 TAKE PART IN SPECIAL HUNT 

Thirty paraplegic sportsmen took part in‘a : 
special pre-season deer hunt held by the Division 
of Fisheries and Wildlife on October 28th-30th, 
1993. This was the 22nd year of the special hunt 
designed to allow wheelchair-bound sportsmen 
an opportunity to hunt during the beautiful—and 
relatively mild—days of late October. Par- 
ticipants, who include sports and vehicle acci- 
dent victims and veterans, ranged in age from late 
teens to sportsmen in their seventies. 

The weather pulled a switch and was fairly in- 
clement with both areas of the hunt experiencing 
rain and heavy wet snow. This did not affect the 
enthusiasm of the participants, most of whom 
saw deer and six of whom succeeded in bringing 
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home venison. In all, the dedicated hunters took 
ye antlered bucks, one button buck, and three 
loes. 

Teddy Leal, along with his hunting buddies, 
Kevin Manning and Jim Wheeler, pulled into the 
yard Sunday night to display a beautiful, six-point 
buck Teddy killed with a well-placed arrow in New 
York early in the day. It was a fairly large deer. 
Congratulations, Ted. 

WHY MANDATORY LAWS ARE NECESSARY!! 

On August 6th, 1993, EPO Tim Carroll cited an 
East Boston lobsterman in one of the largest 
violations of its kind to date: possession of 415 
short lobsters and seven egg-bearing females. 

The case came to trial in Chelsea District Court 
on October 26th, 1993, before Judge Kathleen Cof- 
fey, where the defendant and an accomplice ad- 
mitted to sufficient facts. : 

Unfortunately, Judge Coffey did not make a 
guilty finding, choosing instead to continue the 
case without a finding. Although the minimum 
statutory fines were $21,000, the judge imposed a 
fine of only $500 for each of the two defendants. 

In addition, Judge Coffey refused to suspend 
the defendant’s lobster permit and asked that the 
lobsterboat (which had been seized by EPO Car- 
roll) be returned to the defendant. This means that 
despite these serious violations, the defendants 
remain free to continue their lobstering activities.
